WAC 308-104-075 Driver's licenses—Prohibited practices—Suspen-
sion, cancellation, or denial period. The department shall suspend,
cancel, or deny all driving privileges of a person who has been con-
victed of or determined by the department to have committed one of the
prohibited practices relating to drivers' licenses listed in RCW
46.20.0921 for a period of not less than sixty consecutive days and
not more than three hundred sixty-four consecutive days. For purposes
of RCW 46.20.0921 (1) (e), an application for a commercial driver's 1li-
cense includes the application for a driver's 1license under RCW
46.20.091 and the application for a commercial driver's license under
RCW 46.25.070.
